The former Ford record pro- 
duction is 8,000 units a day, and the Detroit commentato! 
that Ford officials expect confidently to lift that to 
10,000 cars and trucks per diem. 
Present interest, however, will center in the produc- 
tion possibilities this year. To date 200,000 Model A’s 
have been delivered. Presuming that the 3,000 rate con- 
tinues to September 1, the total output will have been 
around 260,000 units.

Theft Insurance

a“ writers’ Conference voted to abandon full theft coverage 
in certain areas, comprising Albany, Troy, Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and The Bronx in New York city, in favor of a 
$50 deductible form. ‘This means simply that when a car 
is insured against theft the owner must assume responsibility 
for the first $50 worth of loss. 

For many years the common form of collision insur- 
ance has been the $50 or $100 deductible policy, under 
the terms of which the car owner must assume respon- 
sibility for this amount of damage done to his car. 

The deductible policy came into being as a curb on 
carelessness. The car owner with complete collision protec- 
tion proved to be a bit careless as to how his car received 
minor contusions. Presumably the insurance companies 
feel that car owners in the districts noted in the first para- 
graph are becoming careless as to whether their cars are 
stolen. The deductible clause may make them more careful 
about locking their vehicles and otherwise taking precaution 
against theft.
